1. On 21 July the undersigned attended a luncheon given for the newly arrived 

replacement of . C 13'., c. 13, French* 18 Liaison Officer, in 

to c U and the undersigned, CIC, O.S.AirForceGSI representatives and British 
Liaison officers E. 3 and 1 c 3 were present, . 

2, After a considerable amount of wine had been consumed L 3 made the 
statement that he was glad to be leaving Boon because the Oohlen Organisation was 
going to start naming things and both he and his French bosses were aware that 
the ZPI would become an even weaker and more ineffective instrument, C- 3 said 
they felt , the B£7 would eventually be abolished and the French were becoming quite 
alarmed at the manner in which they were being treated and handled by the German 
Defense ttLnistry officials, L. J said that with the exception of C- Zi, no 
one in the' Defease Ministry was available to him anymore and even the Fmtch : i 
military officials have noticed a coolness on the part of their German counterparts. 


3. The shove comments by t -a acted as a catalyst to get C r? 

and C 3, started on the subject of U.S./oerman military relations. They 

said it was too bad. that the U.S. had seen fit to ally herself closer with the 
Germans on military and intelligence matters than with their allies, . E- *□ . 
stated that he and his colleagues. had often discussed the problem of German 
r end li tori Eaiion and they were convinced that a rebirth of German militarisation, 
whether it be in Western Germany or in a united Germany would in the long run be 
a more dangerous threat to world peace than the Soviet army. Both C. 3 i, and 
CL □ very bluntly felt that the America*- r> had sold their sould to the Germans 
because of their frantic and hysterical desire to thwart the Soviet military 
strength. They also felt that while it was mainly through U.S. initiative back 
in 1951 «nd 1952 that the Germans remilitarized, the time has now been reached 
where the Germans are rapidly getting the upper hand in these matters. 

b. They oonsiaterfly brought up Zipper and it was quite obvious in talking 
with them that they felt we had not been truthful with them as to . the exteat of 
our past and planned cooperation with this organization. £ 3 already knew 

that WILTTi had met former American Colonel Truman Smith in Duesaeldcrf. Both 
C- 3 and C. 3 pulled my leg somewhat by saying that it wouldn't be long 
before .Zipper defects to G-2 and that ;it was quite obvious that the D.S, Army

that there is less cooperation between the iritish, the Americans and the 
ITenoh than certain Allied cooperation with .the Germans, Be was apparently 
referring to U.S. intelligence cooperation with the Germans. He seemed 
rather bitter end cynical about the subject and finally stated, *ve better 
drop the subject since I might say things I would later be sorry for".
